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LNTRODUCTIO'X. 

In  coiapiling  the  present  Review,  the  principal  data  made  use  of  are  the  telegraphic  reports  of 
observations  received  at  this  office  for  the  purpose  of  weather  forecasting,  and  reports  by  mail  from 
voluntary  ob.servers  and  storm-signal  agents.  For  the  data  used  in  tracing  the  paths  of  areas  of 
high  and  low  pressui-e  in  the  United  States,  we  are  indebted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Weathei'  l^ui-eau. 
Washington.  D.C. 


HIGH  AREAS. 

Xine  areas  of  liigli  i>r('ssure  were  charted.  Thi'ec  Hr.st  appeared  in  the  environs  of  the  Yukon 
Territory,  one  in  Central  IJi'itish  Coliiinl)ia,  one  in  Alberta,  and  foui'  in  the  vicinity  of  Hudson's  Bay. 
The  ai'eas  from  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  continent  drew  svoutliwai'd  to  the  Middle  or  Gulf 
States,  while  those  from  the  Hudson  Bay  district  passed  into  Quebec,  thence  to  the  Atlantic.  The 
systems  were  as  a  rule  wides|)read  nnd  persistent,  the  i-esult  being  much  fiiu»  pleasant  weather  in  all 
portions  of  the  Dominion. 

LOW  AREAS. 

Eleven  areas  of  low  i)ressure  were  charted.  Four  first  appeared  on  or  in  close  proxinuty  to  the 
Alaskan  coast,  three  near  the  west  .shoi-es  of  Hudson's  Bay,  one  in  the  ^Middle  Pacific  States,  one  in  the 
vicinity  of  New  Mexico,  one  in  the  Gulf  of  ]\Iexico,  and  one  off  the  east  coast  of  Florida.  The  genei-al 
track  of  the  areas  was  over-  or  near  to  the  Great  Lakes,  thence  to  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  and  New- 
foundland. The  sy.stems  for  the  most  part  were  not  energetic,  and  in  eonseciuence  few  strong  winds  or 
gales  were  experienced  in  the  Dominion.

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GENERAL  SYNOPSIS  OF  TEMPERATURE  AND  PRECIPITATION. 

The  following  table  is  intended  to  show  the  average  values  of  temperature  and  precipitation  for 
each  province  for  the  month  under  review.  District  and  Provincial  means  would,  under  ideal  condi- 
tions, be  derived  from  stations  situated  iu  equi-areal  squares.  But  since  in  reality  they  are  so  situate 
as  to  appear,  rather,  constellation-wise  upon  the  map,  anomalous  values  arising  from  local  topogra- 
phical peculiarities  may  have  received  more  than  their  just  weight  in  the  computation  of  the  follow- 
ing averages. 

"Where  no  difference  from  normal  is  assigned,  observations  over  a  period!  long-  enough  for  refer- 
ence are  not  available.
